Review of Political Activities 

The BNP's continued return to financial good health and the on timely submission of 
another year's set of fully approved accounts are pieces of good news paralleled by 
continued political recovery too. 

2012 saw the further fading of our supposed 'rivals' on the nationalist scene, with only 
the BNP proving capable of putting in a serious campaign in the GLA elections which 
were the main contest of the year. 

Despite the undoubted electoral challenge provided by the continued artificial promotion 
of Nigel Farage and Ukip by the BBC, we finished the year on an electoral high with third 
place in the Rotherham parliamentary by-election. 

Not only did the disgraced former MP Dennis MacShane credit us with his demise over 
his fraudulent expenses claims, but our excellent local candidate Marlene Guest made 
BNP by-election history by winning more votes than the ruling Conservative and LibDem 
coalition candidates combined.

We also easily beat the Islamist Respect party, despite it bussing in hundreds of radical 
Muslims from Bradford to help its campaign. In doing so, we also overcame the usual 
undemocratic and dishonest smear campaign from far-left groups that do not dare to stand 
against us on their own account but are used by the Labour party to distort the democratic 
process. 

Overall, however, our electoral potential continued largely to be blocked by the relentless 
promotion of Nigel Farage by the BBC, with other media outlets then following the same 
line. There was in 2012 very little sign of Ukip members and voters questioning why the 
completely pro-EU and pro-immigration BBC should so blatantly give airtime and credence 
to a man who is against the EU and who claims to oppose immigration. 



It is inevitable that the contradictions and dishonesty behind this campaign to manipulate 
the electors - particularly the presentation of Ukip as 'anti-immigration' when its policies 
would actually permit an annual influx of at least 300,000 Third World migrants to the UK - 
will eventually lead to a crisis for Ukip. 



In the meantime, the harsh external climate caused by Ukip's competition for the 'none of 
the above' vote meant that 2012 was another electoral fallow year for the BNP. The only 
consolation in terms of votes was that the same twelve months also saw much worse 
results for every other so-called UK 'nationalist' party. 



Unlike our smaller rivals, however, the BNP continued through the year to experiment with 
new electoral techniques. In hindsight, the 41% of the vote secured in May 2013 in the 
target seat where we brought ail these new approaches together proved that this effort, 
while painstakingly slow, is time and money very well spent and gives us a clear path back 
to victory. 

When the Ukip log-jam breaks and external circumstances once again favour nationalist 
electoral efforts, our election-winning machine wilt be light years ahead of where it was 
when we were winning seats a few years ago. 



The ugly face of far-left extremism was revealed again this year with threats of violence 
against many meeting halls and other premises used by our local branches in the course of 
peaceful and legal campaigning. A proposed appearance by me in a debate scheduled to 
be held in Trinity College Dublin was also cancelled for the same reason.

In the light of such undemocratic thuggery in Britain, we reissued our challenge to David 
Cameron to withdraw his support as a founding sponsor of the so-called Unite Against 
Fascism street gang, whose members specialise in threats against and attacks on political 
opponents, particularly the BNP and the English Defence League - with whom we do not 
agree on important points but who are nevertheless entitled to peaceful protests without 
harassment or attack by Cameron's state-funded UAF militia. 



The same far-left gangs ran an unsuccessful campaign throughout 2012 not only against 
the BNP but also against the newly-founded Alliance of European National Movements. 



As an MEP my support for the creation of an EU-funded European level political 
organisation, the Alliance of European National Movements (AENM), helped to secure for 
nationalist voters all over Britain and Europe a sort of political rebate. 

While none of the funding for the Alliance may go to a political party, our success in 
securing a grant of over a quarter of a million pounds for the Alliance in 2012 produced 
howls of impotent outrage from the undemocratic far-left. 

it also reduced the 'pot' shared by all the other parties and drew public attention to the 
previously little known scandal of all the other parties having allocated themselves nearly 20 
million Euros in taxpayers' money in this year alone. The Alliance held a very successful 
British conference in a hotel near Chester. 



Also on the international stage, I served as an expert observer in elections in Ukraine. This 
provided another opportunity to highlight the many serious failings of the UK's electoral 
system, which continues to include failings which independent election observers find 
almost unbelievable. 



Ukrainian officials and activists from various parties were shocked to be told of the failure 
by the Electoral Commission to move to end the scandals of selective coverage of different 
parties by the BBC and commercial media, of hundreds of thousands of 'ghost' voters being 
permitted to vote by post, of people being allowed to vote without even basic ID checks, 
and of the appointment of election officials by the local ruling political party.

Such blatant abuses and frauds against the true spirit of democracy continue to shame 
Britain, and we shall continue to campaign to expose these failings and to get them put 
right 

Throughout the year, teams of activists continued to take our core messages to the 
public, maintaining the BNP tradition of being on the streets and active in ioca! 
communities all year round, rather than just at election times. 



Activists had a choice of campaigns: "Fight grooming gangs, protect children"; "Out of 
EU - referendum now" and a popular petition for an independent Public inquiry into the 
state failure to deal with the grooming scandal. 



The activity highlight of the year was in May, when we held a double demonstration, 
starting in Ashton-under-Lynne in a protest to demand effective police action to protect 
local English youngsters from racist attacks, and moving on to Heywood where we 
received a heroes' welcome from local people angry over police brutality against 
community demonstrations against premises used by groomers to target schoolgirls for 
sex and drug rings. 



While in Ashton we were asked by police to move out of the line of sight of a large 
crowd of Muslim youths gathered outside the town's hardline Wahhabist mosque, 
"because your Union Jacks are antagonising them." Film of the incident, including our 
refusal to move on the grounds that "if our national flag antagonises them they should 
go back to their own country", went on to become a viral Youtube classic with hundreds 
of thousands of views. See the video here

In the summer of 2012 we produced and secured huge online circulation for an in-depth 
study on "What Lies Behind the English Defence League?" This exposes the central 
role played by the staff of US neo-con lobbyist Frank Gaffney in creating and promoting 
the EDL. 



Gaffney is a close associate of the Bush/Cheney/Perle/WoSfowitz clique whose Project 
for the New American Century first set out neo-con plan to 'remake the Middle East' in 
order to secure continued US access to cheap energy and to enable the Zionist state of 
Israel to continue with its illegal Eretz Israel settlement programme.

Among the sub-projects run by Gaffney's Center for Security Policy is the Center for 
Vigilant Freedom, whose paid operatives founded and 'advised' the EDL, and the Gates 
of Vienna counter-jihad website, the New English Review and various other internet 
media. All have made themselves very busy promoting the EDL, in a blatant attempt to 
turn tensions between Britain's Muslim and indigenous populations into a Clash of 
Civilisations conflict. Their clear intention in doing so is to beat the drums for war and 
build white working class support for military intervention in places such as Syria and 
Iran. 



Our ground-breaking analysis exposing the agenda, the players and their links did 
significant damage to their efforts to manipulate their target audience, with large 
numbers of people turning their backs on the EDL and forming independent grass-roots 
campaign groups instead. 



While we share the EDL rank-and-file's very justified concerns over the creeping 
Islamification of Britain, we reject completely the neo-con political elite push towards 
wars for oil and gas, US corporations, Saudi Arabian Wahhabism and Israeli Zionism. 
Of all our political effort in 2012, turning over this stone to let daylight shine on the 
warmongers underneath is the most significant. 



Also worthy of mention was the popularity among activists and young people of our 
Young BNP's 'pink leaflet'. This warns teenage girls of the modus operandi of so-called 
'on-street grooming gangs', whose racist paedophile crimes all too clearly spring from 
the crude Saiafist contempt for women and Unbelievers that is spreading like a cancer 
through the UK's Muslim communities thanks to massive funding from Saudi Arabia 
and the continued failure of the British political, media and police elites to face the 
reality of the situation. 



Again, with the benefit of hindsight, the appalling murder of Drummer Lee Rigby in 2013 
brought into focus our longstanding campaign to force the problem of the fundamentally 
extreme nature of the Saiafist Islam which dominates so many of Britain's Muslim 
communities. 



When we reiterate this message after an event such as the Woolwich atrocity we are 
inevitably accused by the controlled media of "exploiting the situation" or "jumping on 
the bandwagon". An objective and honest assessment of our record, including in 2012, 
however, proves that our message and efforts on this vital subject are consistent, 
coherent and principled.

As with so much of our work, there is often a short-term cost in being willing to tackle such deepiy 
Politically Incorrect and controversial issues, but when the crisis between radicalised Islamic 
populations and the other communities in Britain comes to a head, we wili not only be vindicated in 
our analysis of the problems, we wili also be on hand with the practical, positive answers. 



October saw a very successful Voting Members Conference in Blackpool. An activity session on 
the Saturday lunchtime saw 20,000 leaflets given out to very receptive members of the public all 
along the sea front. The conference itself was a capacity audience of over 200, more than a third 
bigger than the previous year, providing further concrete evidence of the party's continued 
organisational as well as financial recovery. 

As this report is written in the middle of 2013, I can predict confidently that our continued financial 
and political progress will feature in this year's report when it is published in July 2014. The black 
propagandists who tried so hard to write us off during the many-headed attack on us in 2009 - 201 1 
have been proven wrong yet again. In terms of genuine nationalist parties, the BNP is once again, 
and is going to remain, "the only game in town." 

Party Structure 

In 201 1 the Chairman was re-elected to serve a four year term 

The ruling body of the party, the Executive has real power and members of said Executive can not 
be sacked or removed once elected. 

Within this framework the BNP's operations are divided as follows: 
Administration Department 

This office is responsible for processing party memberships and dealing with subscriptions to the 
party's newspaper, Freedom, the theoretical magazine, and Identity. 

The Enquiries Department is a subsidiary of the Administration Department and provides 
telephone, postal and e-mail points of contact for members of the public interested in joining the 
party. 

The party also has a fund-raising body, the Trafalgar Club, which is administered by this 
Department under the party constitution.

Group Development 

The National Organiser is responsible for all regions, branches, groups, special 
interest circles, political activities and the enforcement of regulations imposed 
under the party's constitution. He along with the Regional Organiser is also 
responsible for the formation of new groups, and the expansion of existing 
groups into branches. 

The party is structured into politicai regions, all of which are under the remit of 
the Regional Accounting Unit for their financial administration. All are under 
the control of the National Organiser..

Branches: 

A unit is accorded branch status at the discretion of the National Organiser 
once it has reached and maintained an appropriate level of activity, 
organisational stability and contests seats in local elections.

Its finances are administered by a Fund 
Holder. These two posts are the only official positions recognised by the party. 
Some organisers also appoint a secretary or a local press spokesman ( the 
latter requiring prior written permission from the regional organiser).

Groups: 

A suitable number of local members are prepared to campaign for the party in 
their area, and once suitable individuals come forward to take on the posts of 
Organiser and Fund Holder. These are the only positions within a group 
officially recognised by the party. Some organisers also appoint a secretary. 

Contacts: 



This is an individual member who is deemed suitable, and agrees, to receive 
information on and to make personal contact with new enquiries, members or 
publication subscribers in an area not yet covered by a forma! group. Contacts 
do not have petty cash books and are not permitted to handle funds. Every 
help possible is given to encourage a keen Contact to build a local team of 
people capable of achieving Group status as quickly as possible. 



Press Office 

Deals with queries from, and statements to, the broadcast and printed media. 
Publicity Department 

Is responsible for party publications, including the Voice of Freedom 
newspaper, Identity magazine, the monthly member's bulletin, in addition it is 
responsible for all election publications. 

Department of Security 

is responsiDie ror party events Deing run correctly to ensure tne i-ieaitn & 
Safety of all those attending. It is also responsible for the personal safety of 
party officials. It is unfortunate that, in a country that claims to be democratic 
and to value freedom of speach, the lives of senior officials and their families 
have been threatened by criminal political opponents. The Home Office has 
refused to provide adequate protection for those under threat, or to take action 
against either criminal elements among our opponents or those who incite 
them to violence.

Year Ended 31st December 2012 

The political Parties, Elections and Referendums Act 2000 requires the registered 
treasurer of the party to prepare financial statements for each financial year which 
give a true and fair view of the state of affairs of the party and of the surplus or 
deficit for that period. In preparing those financial stateemnts, the registered 
treasurer is required to: 

select suitable accounting policies and then apply them 
consistently; 

make reasonable and prudent judgements and estimates; 

state whether applicable accounting standards have been followed, 
providing details and explanations of any departures in the financial 
statements: and 

prepare the financial statements on the going concern basis unless 
it is inappropriate to presume that the party will continue in 
business. 

keeping proper accounting records that disclose with reasonable accuracy at any 
time the financial position of the party at that time and to enable him to ensure that 
the financial statements comply with the Act.

Treasurer's Statement 



This is the second consecutive year in which the Treasury Department has produced 
and delivered accounts on time to the deadline set by the Electoral Commission. Our 
accounts have again achieved a full audit pass and record a healthy operating surplus. 



It is a fantastic turnaround. In 2011 we made significant progress after the troubled 
years of 2009 and 2010. i can also tell you that the good news is repeated in 2012, 
despite hard economic times with the down turn hitting most businesses, charities and 
political parties alike. Even with the expected drop in membership numbers following a 
long overdue price increase and the biting recession, we were able to retain our overall 
income and still turn an operating profit. 



When I took over as Treasurer in 2010, ! inherited an annual operating loss of ~£401 ,962 
and a total debt of more than double that. We moved quickly in 201 1 to an operating 
surplus of £214,473. This was a real achievement but one matched again in these 
accounts which show the result for the year as a very healthy £184,393 operating profit 
at the end of 2012. 



It has taken us two years to claw back the huge overspend during the last General 
Election year of 2010. I will never allow an overspend of such magnitude on my watch. 
Now we have pulled our finances into shape ! am determined they will stay that way. 



The operating profit is particularly healthy when one bears in mind that it shows the final 
figure after the central party repaid the last £64,000 of the money a previous Treasurer 
had borrowed from our regional accounting unit (i.e. from the branches and regions). 



In addition to that, we also doubled our campaign outgoings compared to the previous 
year, with a significant contribution from the party centre for the GLA elections. This was 
some £69,003 over and above the £31,000 deposits, most of which came through the 
regional accounts but approximately 50% of the deposit money also coming from central 
funds. The overall GLA campaign expenditure in 201 2 was over £1 00,000.

We also made significant further investments in BNPtv with the purchase of a full new 
kit of top of the range high definition cameras, high specification computers and 
ancillary equipment. 



I lead a successful team and it as a team that we have achieved such outstanding 
results. I would like to mention and give credit to the principal architects of our 
success: our Accountant, the bedrock of our team, our Regional Treasurer, James 
Mole and the head of the party's Scrutiny Committee. In addition to our Treasury team 
I would like to thank our Chairman Nick Griffin and every member of staff who worked 
harder and longer with more commitment and dedication than any group of individuals 
I have ever had the honour of working with. 



The challenges facing the party during 2012, although not as threatening as in 2011 
were still significant. Nationwide economic problems hit some revenue streams. As the 
figures show the policy I initiated on becoming Treasurer, to promote legacy giving, 
has worked tremendously well. 



The 2013 accounts will show even more legacy income than the 2012 accounts and as 
our returns to the Electoral Commission show, our legacy income is not from a single 
source but increasingly from multiple sources. I believe that legacies will form a 
significant part of our income in the future.

If you do not make a will and have no dependants 
the Government may well end up grabbing your assets. Once you have looked after 
close family please consider helping the Cause too! 



I must also caution against an over-reliance on legacy income. We still need and value 
our donors and supporters who donate regularly. Legacy income alone is not enough. I 
do not want this Treasurer's report to give a false sense of security to our people and 
allow the misconception to develop that we, or indeed any charity or political party, can 
exist without donations and a healthy membership. We have a financial strategy which 
aims to maximise income from a variety of sources.

As part of the Treasury department's long term plans for the British National Party 
the move from the annual renewal of membership fees to a monthly collection, 
initiated in 2012, continues to go well. With that move the party's cash flow has 
become far more predictable. The full effect is yet to be seen, however. 
Membership income is still adjusting as, of course, any memberships signed up 
during the latter half of 2012 will take until mid 2013 for the fees to be coiiected. 



As a result, although the membership fees collected during 2012 appear to have 
dropped by approximately 33% (in Sine with the membership drop), that is not the 
full picture as a significant amount of membership income is still to come in during 
2013. The plan to increase membership fees to offset the effect on our financial 
model for the expected drop in membership numbers has worked very well and the 
imbalance will even out over the coming years as we transfer more and more 
members over onto monthly payments. 



Since the end of 2012 our membership figures have risen. In the 2013 end of year's 
accounts I anticipate that for the first time in a decade we will be completely back in 
the black and our membership figures will show an increase from the previous year. 



Life membership provision in the accounts is also reduced from previous years as 
we have successfully converted many to the "gold life" level of membership where 
the life members pay an annual subscription. I encourage all our life members to 
swap onto "gold life" which provides additional benefits in return for a small yearly 
fee and gets the life member an annual card and badge. My short term aim is to 
move the majority of life members onto "Gold Life" and thereby removing the life 
membership provision in the accounts, which would be a huge achievement, again 
correcting inherited mistakes from previous treasurer's decisions. 



I am delighted to be able to give advance notice of the fact that substantial income 
from bequests will again show in next year's accounts: this is estimated to be in 
excess of £300,000. It is not shown in these accounts as we do not have the exact 
figures or dates of settlement.

The accounts are not easy for a layman to read and decipher. I take it as part of my 
duty as Treasurer to interpret the end of year figures for the membership, so the 
total negative equity showing at page 23 of the accounts under: Total equity is 
currently, at the end of 2012, showing (£356,383). The brackets in accounting terms 
mean a negative, so the final Total equity figure of the British National Party as of 31 
December 2012 is -£356,358. With the expected legacy income already known to 
us and with the membership fees of 2012 still to collect in 2013 we are in real terms 
in the black. 



I feel it important to state that although we have had substantial bequest income 
during my tenure as Treasurer, we also started with a negative equity (debts) of 
over £800,000 so to be "even" at this stage is tremendous, but the reality check is 
that we are not "flush". With the European Elections fast approaching we must 
make a concerted effort, each and every official, member and supporter, to recruit 
and to raise money for the fight ahead. 



The good news is that we are set again, in 2014, for a huge membership boost as 
27,000,000 households will receive a BNP leaflet and from the huge exposure in the 
media we are sure to get as we fight to retain our Chairman's seat and to provide a 
truly radical and popular nationalist alternative for voters over the entire country. 



Our team is prudent with our resources and we have sought to use every penny 
wisely. As your Treasurer I shall continue to do this but in truth we are a party of 
volunteers. The future of this party lies in the courage, determination and generosity 
of all the patriots who continue to back the only viable British Resistance, the British 
National Party.

1 Accounting policies 

The financial statements have been prepared under the historical cost 
convention and in accordance with applicable accounting standards 
and the Statement of Accounts Guidance Notes issued by The 
Electoral Commission. 

Income recognition 

Income is recognised when all of the following conditions have been met: 
The party is entitled to the asset; 

There is reasonable certainty that the asset will be received; and 
The value of the asset can be measured with reasonable certainty. 

Applying these criteria to specific types of income results in the following 
treatment: 

Donations of monetary assets and liquid investments are recognised at 
market value in the income and expenditure account on receipt. 

Legacies are recognised in the income and expenditure account when the 
conditions for receipt have been met. 

Grants are recognised in the income and expenditure account when the 
conditions for receipt have been met. 

Membership income, is provided for on an accruals basis, allocating the 
income to the period to which it relates. Membership income being received 
in advance is carried forward into the next year. Life membership is 
calculated to cover a period of 11 years. 

Interest is accounted for on receipt, which given the nature of the 
relationships with the banks, is the only appropriate way of dealing 
with this type of income. 

Depreciation 

Depreciation is provided for on alt tangible assets at rates calculated to write each 
asset down to its estimated residual value over their expected useful life, as follows: 

The rate used is 25% on written down value. 

Pension costs 

Because of the size of the party and the number of staff the party does not have a 
pension scheme, but this position is under continual review. 

Segmental analysis 

The party is constituted under section 26 of the Political Parties, Elections and 
Referendums Act 2000 as a centra! organisation with accounting units. 

There is one registered accounting unit, and details are available of this unit are 
available from party headquarters.

5 Contingent Assets 
Legacies 

During the course of the year the Party were advised of two legacies. The anticipated 
proceeds from these legacies will be in the region of £310,000. In accordance with the 
Party's accounting policy these legacies whilst having been notified to the Party in the year, 
have not been included in these accounts as their monetary value cannot be determined at 
this time. 

Commission for Equality And Human rights 

No provison has been made for the counter claim to cover our costs incurred in winning 
the second stage of the action, as at this stage it has not been quantified. 

Legal cases 

There is a provision of £112,133 covering certain legal cases which have been brought 
against the Partry. Time, future legal procedures and negotiation may reduce these 
or indeed render them void, however the Party has not yet got enough evidence to reflect 
this in the accounts. 

6 Contingent Liabilities 

In the matter of "Griffin & Anr. V Smith & Ors." a "default Cost Certificate" has been 
issued on which there is a payment demand outstanding. The Party have appealed against 
this, and will be submitting the schedule of costs on which this was based to a "Cost 
Assessment" specialist which the Party have used in the past to good effect. Whilst 
acknowledging that there will be a liability under this case, the Party cannot quantify that 
liability at this time, but consider that it will be considerably less than the amount shown, 
and indeed may be less than the paymenst made into Court, todate. The liability is 
therefore not provided for in these figures. 

7 Going Concern 

These accounts have been prepared on a going concern basis, as although there is a 
negative balance sheet, the Party has begun to manage it's affairs in a manner to 
enable it to make a surplus sufficient for it's needs, maintained the backing of it's 
members, and has the prospect of significant legacies in the forseeable future. Plus 
a large proportion of the current provisions for legal fees are likely not to be payable.
